2. POLADS CONSULTATIONS: DURING AUGUST 2 POLADS MEETING 
MISSION SHOULD SUPPORT PROPOSAL FOR HOLDING PRE-UNGA 
CONSULTATIONS WITH EXPERTS IN POLADS. WE HAVE NO PROBLEM 
WITH SUGGESTED SEPTEMBER 9 DATE. TO ENSURE OPPORTUNITY 
FOR THOROUGH EXCHANGE OF VIEWS, YOU SHOULD, HOWEVER, 
PROPOSE THAT MEETING BE EXTENDED TO TWO-DAY SESSION 

(I.E., SEPTEMBER 8-9) AS WAS HELD LAST YEAR. IN ADDITION 
WE BELIEVE IT WOULD BE USEFUL IF IS PREPARED REPORT ON 

MEETING FOR EVENTUAL NAC REVIEW, AS WAS DONE FOR NATO 
CONSULTATIONS ON 31ST UNGA (REF B). SUCH A PAPER WOULD 
BE PARTICULARLY USEFUL AS VEHICLE FOR INTRODUCING TOPIC

OF LEVEL (AND WHEN AVAILABLE, NAMES) OF ALLIED EXPERTS 
ATTENDING MEETING AS WELL AS COUNTRIES PLANNING TO SEND 
PARTICIPANTS FROM CAPITALS. 

4. WE FIND IS PROVISIONAL AGENDA ACCEPTABLE. YOU SHOULD. 
HOWEVER, PROPOSE THAT IT BE EXPANDED TO INCLUDE "POSSIBLE 
SOVIET INITIATIVES" AS WELL AS "ARMS CONTROL AND DISARMA- 
MENT QUESTIONS". 

5. NAC CONSULTATIONS: WE CONCUR THAT MISSION SHOULD NOT 
PRESS FOR NAC CONSULTATIONS AT PRESENT TIME. HOPEFULLY 
RESULTS OF REINFORCED POLADS MEETING WILL PROVIDE BASIS 
FOR NAC CONSULTATIONS ON AT LEAST SECURITY ISSUES.
